'HE BRITISH COLONIST. 
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Ro&it Oeef. 



A qaaiot writer, in giving directions 
in piscatorial cookorj, suggests tho ob 
tIoob propriety of catobiog tho fish, as 
a necessary preHmioary. Roast beef is 
higJiij saggestive of home oomfort j bal 
we may, perhaps, be permitted to him 
at the propriety of catohlng tho animal, 
as a Deoestiary prolnda to roastiug tho 
beef. Hitherto, nearly all the " boof- 
critters " consnrued in this Colony have 
been caagbt in United States Territory, 
lo a single year upwards of six thousand 
were imported, representing a money 
▼aloo of, say, three bnndred tboosabd 
dollars. Althoogb there has boeu a 
marked falling off in recent yoata, cliicfly 
owing to Bur own inoreaoiag CftHlu» 
breeding, yet last year were imporlecl 
8093 beeves, bcBides 648 milch coivf, 
18,569 sheep, 18G2 borsos, ond C63 hogs. 
Bpt OS roast beef is tbo subject, "\vo will 
confine the present rcraurks to beuf. 
cattle. Tho circumstance of about 
8155,000 having boon sent out ot liie 
Colony last year for tlio purcbase of thui 
wbich our own country is so peculiarly 
adapted to produce, is oiio wljicb surely 
demands investiyaiioii. Thai the conn- 
try, commonly called tho Lower Fraser 
presents conditions peculiarly adapted 
to filook-farmiiig is, we think, cnde- 
niablo. On ono side of tho Fraser alouo, 
the left Eide, there is an uninterrupted 
sweep of seventy five miles, admirably 
adapted for cattle-rangos, uad tlio 
greater part of which, being low, rich, 
black, loamy soil, never sniFdrs from 
drought, aod affords good pastarage 
tbroagbont the entire year. Wo venture 
to think that from tho Lower Fraser 
alone this market ooald be well 
anpplied. In these remRrks we do 
not mean to say that Tictoria is 
necessarily dependent for a supply of 
beef npon any place beyond this islaH(l- 
but it cannot be denied that Vuneoii- 
ver Island doo« not present snc'j facili- 
ties for stock-farming a« are to bo 
found on tho Lower Praoor, or East of 
the Cascade Range, if such facilities 
exist bow is it that not wit hstimdin^ ii 
protective tariff, tbo peoplj of British 
Colnnabia are still consuming Aniericiin 
beef at iho raio of $155,000 a year, or, 
if we inclade muttoa, §250,000? Stock'- 
iarming has, we are assorfad, made very 
little progress on this Island. Oa tbo 
Lower Frasor progress iu this import- 
ant indnstry has, perhaps, boon inoro 
marked. At tbo Cbiliiwhack uiid Su- 
mass settlomontB, especially, stocks 
have inoreaeed vo»'y much ; and the 
time has arrived when one might reason* 
ably expect that this markoi would, to 
some appreciable extent, at least bo 
snpplied from that direction. ludeed, 
we are *old that stock-lurracrs on tbo 
Lower Frasor begin to cast an onquir- 
ing glance across the Gulf, and that 
were a very moderate tariff established 
on the steamers the shipment of beeves 
to this morket would be coramcncod at 
once. It is manifestly to tho interest 
of the colonists that every legitimate 
encouragement should be held out to 
people lo raise stock upon our own 
ample grassktaoges, and thereby retain 
in the Colony lor beneficial deveioji-
